I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  on  the  Public  Health  Ser- 
vices for  the  year  ended  December,  1942. 

This  Report,  like  its  war-time  predecessors  has  been  abridged. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  lias  been  carried  out  with  enthu- 
siasm, and  there  is  every  indication  from  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
that  this  prophylactic  work  is  having  the  desired  effect. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  15.5  to  17.2. 

War-time  emergency  work  and  additional  legislation  has  put  a heavy 
strain  on  a depleted  staff. 

I have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  continued  help  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee.

DEATHS. 

(For  full  details  see  Table  at  end  of  Report). 

The  deaths  at  all  ages,  from  all  causes  registered  during  the  year 
1942  numbered  1,094,  544  Males  and  550  Females,  giving  a Death  Rate 
of  11.9  per  1,000  population.  This  is  a decrease  of  2.1  in  the  Death  Rate 
compared  with  last  year’s  figures. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  England  and  Wales 
was  11.6. 

INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  87  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  55.9  compared  with  a rate  of  69.3  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  births.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  County  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Haverfordwest,  has  an  ambu- 
lance which  is  available  for  the  greater  part  of  the  County. 

An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Begelly  Isolation  Hospital  fot  In- 
fectious Cases. 

Civil  Defence  Ambulances  are  also  available  under  certain  circum- 
stances, by  arrangement. 

In  addition,  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  Ambulances  are  stationed  at 
Tenby  and  Pembroke  Dock. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  at  Carmar- 
then has  extended  its  activities  to  include  Pathological  as  well  as  Bac- 
teriological investigations. 

This  Laboratory  has  carried  out  examinations  <>f  all  Diphtheria 
swabs— investigations  into  Dysentry  and  Suspected  Typhoid  outbreaks 
— undulent  fever,  etc.,  etc. 

The  speedy  co-operation  of  officers  of  the  Laboratory  is  greatly 
appreciated. 
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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

. The  County  Nursing  Association  co-ordinates  the  work  of  45  Dis- 
trict Nursing  Associations,  which  employ  50  nurses;  of  whom  2 are 
Queen's  nurses,  24  other  hospital  trained,  and  24  village  nurses  holding 
C.M.B.  certificates.  There  is  also  one  emergency  nurse. 

Cars  are  being  used  by  34  district  nurses,  and  the  Emergency 
nurse. 

Telephones  have  been  installed  in  the  homes  of  20  District  nurses 
and  the  Emergency  nurse. 


MIDWIVES. 

During  the  year  82  Midwives  notified  their  intention  of  practising 
in  the  county.  10  District  Nurses  left  during  the  year — 3 for  marriage  ; 
4 through  illness  ; 1 for  another  district  in  the  county  ; and  2 died.  5 
new  nurses  were  appointed, — 1 fully  trained,  and  1 assistant. 

A total  number  of  1587  cases  were  taken  by  Midwives  in  1042. 
There  was  an  increase  of  161  cases  in  the  year — 30  more  were  taken  by 
District  nurses  ; Hospital  and  Institutions  took  85  more,  and  Private 
Midwives  4(i. 

Maternity  cases  in  Institutions  have  risen  from  188  in  1041  to  273 
in  1042. 

The  County  Superintendent  durir.j  the  year  issued  2,017  Supple- 
mentary Clothing  Books  to  expectant  mothers.  Of  these  1423  were  sent 
to  Midwives  for  distribution. 


CIVIL  NURSING  RESERVE. 

The  County  Superintendent,  as  Area  Organiser  of  the  Civil  Nursing 
Reserve,  enrolled  during  the  year  48  new  members — 2 trained  nurses,  4 
Assistant  nurses,  and  42  Auxiliaries — all  of  whom  are  full-time  mobile 
members  and  have  signed  a year's  guarantee  of  service.  3 courses  of 
instruction  for  nursing  auxiliaries  were  held  at  Priory  Mount  Hospital 
between  January  and  June.  2(i  recruits  attended  these  courses,  of 
whom  21  were  considered  satisfactory.  Since  June  the  training  has 
been  carried  out  in  other  counties  as  a lecturer  could  no  longer  be  ob- 
tained in  our  hospitals. 

12  members  of  the  Reserve  have  resigned  during  the  year  in  order 
to  take  up  their  general  training. 

In  connection  with  the  liaison  between  the  Local  Emergency  Com- 
mittee and  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  the  names 
of  62  women  were  submitted.  53  have  attended  interviews. 
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HOSPITALS  (PUBLIC  AND  VOLUNTARY). 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS. 

There  are  two  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals,  one  in  the  North  and 
one  in  the  South  of  the  County,  and,  in  addition,  Eglwyswrw  Hospital 
is  retained  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  small-pox. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  the  North  is  for  evacuee  child- 
ren, whilst  the  South  Hospital  caters  for  the  ordinary  population. 


GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

War  conditions  and  increased  population  have  to  some  extent 
strained  the  resources  of  the  Hospitals,  but  the  permanent  stall,  ably 
aided  by  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  and  Volunteer  Nurses,  have  carried 
out  their  duties  most  efficiently. 

There  are  now  three  Red  Cross  Auxiliary  Hospitals  in  the  County, 
Scolton,  Ffynone  and  Pentre. 

Annexes  have  been  opened  in  Fishguard,  at  Manor  House,  and 
at  Woodlands,  Tenby. 

All  three  Public  Assistance  Hospitals,  Haverfordwest,  Narberth 
and  Woodbine,  have  been  greatly  improved.  Woodbine  Hospital, 
Pembroke,  has  now  a well-equipped  Maternity  \\  ai  d,  X-Ray  Plant  and 
an  Operating  Theatre. 


TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  carried  out  in  Pembrokeshire,  as 
throughout  Wales,  by  the  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association.  The  Association  provides  and  maintains  two  Hospitals  in 
the  County — Sealvham  Hospital,  30  beds,  13  males  and  13  females  ; 
and  Kensington  Hospital,  St.  Brides,  mainly  for  surgical  tuberculosis 
in  children,  with  110  beds.

CHILDREN  ACT,  1908. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  keep  a 
register  of  all  children  kept  bv  persons,  other  than  relatives,  for  gain. 
All  persons  who  intend  to  board  a child  for  gain  must  obtain  prior1  sanc- 
tion. Inspection  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  by  the  Visitors,  and 
any  necessary  action  is  taken. 
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UNMARRIED  MOTHERS,  ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS,  AND 
HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

No  Institutional  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate infants,  and  motherless  children,  in  the  County,  other  than  that 
provided  at  the  various  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  but  great 
assistance  has  been  obtained  from  the  Organising  Secretary  of  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee,  who  has  been  successful 
in  arranging  for  supervision  of  several  unmarried  mothers. 

NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT,  1927. 

The  two  Registered  Homes  in  the  County  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  iound  to  fulfil  the  necessary  requirements. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  1942  was  3.2  deaths  per  1,000 
births,  compared  with  6.3  for  1941. 

All  deaths  are  investigated  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Nurses  also  enquires  into  each 
the  midwifery  point  of  view.

The  clinics  which  are  held  at  the  County  Hospital  are  supervised 
by  Mr.  Rocyn  Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  and  are  held  in  conjunction  with  school 
and  adult  clinics. 

36  children  under  3 years  were  examined,  of  whom  12  were  new 
cases. 

Satisfactory  results  have  followed  the  treatment  of  club  feet,  con- 
genital dislocations,  etc. 

Massage  and  remedial  exercises  are  carried  out  by  the  Orthopaedic 
nurse,  either  at  the  centres  or  the  homes.  Nearly  100  visits  were  paid 
to  the  homes  of  patients. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  arrangement  with  Swansea  Hospital  continues,  and  details  of 
cases  treated  there  are  given  in  the  following  tables. 

A local  Service  was  undertaken  during  the  year  and  certain  doctors 
were  approved  to  give  treatment  locally.  By  this  aiiangement  patients 
can  be  treated  without  loss  of  working  time. 

Notices  have  been  posted  throughout  the  County  indicating  where 
and  when  treatment  can  be  obtained.  Doctors  have  been  supplied  with 
the  necessary  equipment  and  drugs. 

Propaganda  posters  have  been  exhibited  in  Public  places.  About 
63  patients  have  been  examined,  treated  and  advised  under  this  local 
scheme. 

The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  patients  treated  at  Swansea 
Hospital. 
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IMMUNISATION. 

At  the  end  of  1942  approximately  90  per  cent,  of  children  of  school 
age  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  The  average  number  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age  who  had  been  treated  was  not  so  satis- 
lactory,  approximately  50  per  cent,  in  most  areas.  There  have  been 
very  few  refusals  to  accept  treatment,  but!  parents  appear  to  make  little 
effort  to  take  their  younger  children  to  Centres  and  prefer  to  wait  until 
they  go  to  school.  This  is  unfortunate,  because  the  death  rate  from 
diphtheria  in  the  County,  as  a whole,  is  higher  between  the  ages  of  oiv 
and  live  ye^rs  than  at  any  othei  age. 

Examination  over  a period  of  2 to  3 years  shows  that  the  incidence 
of  Diphtheria  in  childieu  is  decreasing,  and  it  is.  reasonable  to  assume 
that  the  reduction  is  due,  at  any  rate  in  part,  to  immunisation. 

Nurses  and  teachers  continue  • their  efforts  to  persuade  parents  to 
have  their  children  immunised  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  infants  first 
birthday. 


SCABIES. 

The  incidence  of  this  infection  continues  high  compared  with  pre- 
war years.  School  chikhen  are  treated  at  clinics  or  at  their  homes  by 
the  Nurses,  and  Evacuees  have  been  treated  at  the  Evacuee  Sick-Bay. 
Adult  members  of  infected  families  were  referred  to  their  Doctors  lor 
treatment;  and  where  necessary  were  treated  at  Priory  Mount  Hospital, 
where  also  the  treatment  of  transferred  war  workers  was  undertaken.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

21  persons  with  failing  eyesight,  whose  income  is  very  small,  have 
been  sent  to  our  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for  examination  and  report.  Most 
of  these  were  discovered  by  the  Home  Visitor  for  the  Blind,  whilst  the 
remainder  were  reported  by  the  Assistance  Board.  Four  requiring 
operative  treatment  were  sent  to  the  Swansea  General  and  Bye  Hospi- 
tal at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council. 

BUND  PERSONS  ACTS,  1920-38. 

The  number  of  Registered  Blind  Persons  in  the  County  is  241  ; of 
this  number  17(i  are  classified  as  “unemployable.”  The  remainder  are 
engaged  in  such  occupations  as  farming,  hand  and  machine  knitting, 
basketry,  housewifery,  dumper  driving,  salvage  collection,  pianoforte 
tuning,  and  general  handymen. 

Tile  following  Table  shows  the  incidence  of  blindness  in  the  County 
under  various  age-groups  : —

26  persons  have  been  certified  as  “ Blind  ' ; 23  names  have  been 

removed  from  the  Register,  17  on  account  of  death,  1 having  removed 
to  Glamorganshire,  1 now  living  in  Carmarthenshire,  and  four  evacua- 
ted blind  persons  have  returned  to  their  own  localities. 

114  necessitous  Blind  Persons  have  been  in  receipt  of  various 
amounts  in  accordance  with  the  County  Council  s Scheme  of  Domi- 
ciliary Assistance  to  the  Blind.  Grants  in  8 cases  were  withdrawn 
following  deaths  and  other  warranted  circumstances,  and  the  number 
in  receipt  of  assistance  from  the  Council  on  31st  December,  1942,  was 
106. 

In  addition  the  Council  is  responsible  for  the  grants  being  paid  by 
other  Authorities  to  four  blind  persons  who  have  left  the  Countv  . anti 
the  Council  has  paid  grants  on  behalf  of  other  Authorities  in  ten  cases. 


Many  Wireless  Licence  Exemption  Forms  have  been  issued  under 
the  Wireless  Telegraphy  (Blind  Persons  Facilities)  Act,  1926,  which  en- 
ables any  blind  person  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  Wireless  free,  f ree 
Dog  Licences  have  also  been  obtained  in  a few  cases. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  Blind  Persons  throughout  the  County,  and 
Braille  lessons  have  been  given  where  desired.  Most  cases  of  blindness 
now  discovered  are  amongst  the  aged,  but  a few  blind  pensions  have 
been  obtained  through  the  assistance  of  the  Home  Visitor.  Only  one 
case  of  blindness  in  adolescence  was  reported  and  registered. 

The  Pembrokeshire  Blind  Society  has  continued  its  good  services 
to  many  members  of  the  blind  community  by  gifts  of  clothing,  assistance 
in  the  upkeep  of  Wireless  Sets,  and  assistance  in  cases  of  sickness.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  arrangement  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in 
the  County  is  carried  out  by  the  King  Edward  VII.  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association. 

Forty-three  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
compared  with  33  for  1941.  In  addition  8 deaths  were  recorded  as 
being  due  to  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  (Meningitis,  Peritonitis  and 
involvement  of  bones  and  joints). 

Tuberculosis  notifications  are  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
weekly  by  the  District  Medical  Officers,  and  copies  are  forwarded  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Physician. 

AFTER-CARE  OF  TUBERCULOUS  PATIENTS. 

The  Committee  for  the  After-Care  of  Tuberculous  Patients  meets 
regularly. 

Reports  on  the  physical  and  home  conditions  of  Patients  are  sub- 
mitted from  myself  and  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  following  comple- 
tion of  enquiry  forms  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  various  Local 
Authorities. 

The  Guardians  Committees  have  been  asked  to  increase  the  weekly 
lcliel  to  Patients,  and  the  Committee  has  made  grants  to  those  Pat- 
ients not  in  receipt  of  relief.
